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First Sugar at Chino. 
Harvesting in the beet fields is be- 
idg pushed vigorously now. The work 
bas been in progress a little over two 
weeks, and about 2,800 tons have been 
delivered at the factory. More could 


have been delivered if they could have 
been worked up, and the sheds are 
full. Most of the beets so far har- 
vested are from dry land and the ton- 
nage was lighter than on the semi- 
moist land. But the quality of the 
beets has been remarkably —even 
better than anticipated. me tests 
have shown as high as 20 per cent 
sugar—an extraordinary yield. It was 
stated by Eastern chemists last sprin 
that no beets had ever been raise 
containing 20 per cent of sugar. Juice 
from a number of beets is used in mak- 
ing tests. Testa of single beets have 
shown as high as 22 per cent sugar, 
but of course that is exceptional.
